The probe of conditions at Grady 
hospital, promised by Mayor Walter 
A. Sims and other city officials fol- 
lowing charges last week of irregular- 
ities, will be started as soon as Super- 


intendent Steve R. Johnson is able to 
lea ° a sick bed, it was stated Monday 


afternoon by Alderman R. A. Gordon, 
chairman of the hospitals and charities 
committee of city council. 

A resolution passed by council Mon- 
day afternoon instructed the hospitals 
and charities committee to investigate 
all phases of charges which have been 
preferred and Mayor Sims has called 
a meeting of that body for 7 o'clock 
Wednesday night, at which time the 
charges will be heard. 

“While all charges will be probed 
to the bottom it is manifestly unfair 
to hold any hearings or take any defi- 
nite action until Superintendent 
Johneon is able to attend the hear- 
ings,’ Mr. Gordon said. 

Had Heard Reports. 

“I heard the first reports of the 
trouble on returning from Miami, 
Fla., Monday poon, but previous to 
that time, knew iiothing of them. I 
never had beard of any irregularities 
before, but if there have been any, 
they certainly should be investigated, 
and the guilty persons dealt with sum- 
marily.” 

The resolution asking the investiga- 
tion was introduced by Alderman J. 
Allen Couch, who previously had sig- 


nified his intention of asking that a/' 


special councilmanic committee’ be ap- 
pointed which would have power to 
subpoena witnesses and records. The 
clause referring to a special commit- 
tee, however, was omitted and Mr. 
Couch asked that the probe be con- 
ducted by the hospitals committee. 

Charges of irregularities and favor- 
itism thade last week were uugmented 
Monday afternoon with accusations 
that patients at the institution have 
been mistreated by hospital employees. 
The charge was made after a negro 
orderly, who gave his name as John 
Bostick, had been arrested on charges 
of having attacked N. A. Benefield, 
a convalescing patient. The negro is 
held at police station without bond 
and his trial has been 
morning. 

Patient Is Injured. 

According to reports received by 

Call Officers Ford and Griffin, the 
trouble started when Benefield com- 
plained to a nurse that the orderly 
failed to wait on him properly. En- 
raged, Bostick is said to have at- 
; tacked the bedridden man with a gal- 
;Vanized pitcher and kicked him from 
the bed and beaten him before help 
could be summoned. 

Other charges include those brought 
by several negro undertakers that cer- 
tain employees of the hospital make a 
practice of “trafficking in dead 
bodies” and turn a majority of bodies 
of negro patients who die at the hos- 
pital over to a “favored” undertaker.

Riehl was the 
first of the three defendants, who will 
take the stand in an effort to refute 
charges that they conspirel to accept 
$10,500 bribe money-from seven men 
convicted in the Savannah “rum ring 
exposure,” in return for which the 
prisoners were 19 get “soft” jobs 


while serving their sentences. 
Riehl admitted that he made a trip 


io Savannah as a guest of Father 
Thomas P. Hayden, resigned Catholic 
but emphatically declared he was in- 
chaplain of the Atlanta institution, 
nocent of the charges on which he. 
Sartain and Fletcher are on trial in 
the United States court. He said he

Bar Character Attack. 


The witness took the stand after a 
clash of attorneys regarding admissi- 
bility of evidence tending to attack the 
character of Father Hayden.

The victim was feund in a bedroom 
of his home at 30 East Ninth street 
early Monday nigit by his 14-year-old 
daughter, Martha. She was the only 
one the city and county authorities 
could get to talk. Mrs. Thompson, who 
did not aceompany’ her husband to 
the hospital. -Neighbors said she was 
““‘teo ill to tulk” Monday wight. 

Shot Earlier in Day 

According to Call officers Goode and 
Bullard, who were first assigned to 
the case when Thompson reached the 
hospital, Lieutenant W. H. Andrews 
and C, E. McCreay, of the detective 
force and Captain W. H. Mayo of the 
sheriff's office, who later investigated 
the shooting, Thompson was shot ear- 
lier in the day.

The present teacher, “earrying on” 
the work started by Miss Barry a 
quarter of a century ago in teaching 
the boys and girls of the backwoods 
the very rudiments of education, is 
known as the “Angel of the Hills,” 
and it is to her that the entire com- 
munity for miles around looks for 
help and inspiration. As a prominent 
Rome citizen expressed it on Monday: 

“We want to keep this beacon light 
at Possum Trot burning all through 
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the years to come, and it is our earnest 
praver that Berry may receive such 
support that in future she may be able 
to kindle thousands of such beacons 
among the North Georgia hills, to 
suide the feet of our needy but preci- 
ous boys and girls, into paths of learn- 
ing and righteousness.”

Hlolder Urges Probe, 


Chairman Holder, in his statement, 
reiterated his former insistance that 
a legislative investigation of the af- 
fairs of the ‘state highway depart- 
ment is now imperative. 

“I do not care to tire the people 
with further lengtiy newspaper state- 
mente,”’ Chairman Holder said in ref- 
erence to the Anderson charges. “It 
is now indisputably demonstrated that 
an immediate legislative investigation 
is necessary. I have from the first de- 
manded that; it is the ouly proper 
and legal course and I now renew the 
demand.” 

In his letters to Chairman Howard 
Coates, of the senate hignway com- 
mittee, and M. H. Turner, chairman 
of the house highway committee, 
Chairman Holder said: 

Letter to Chairman. 


“This highway matter in the light 
of the direction it has been given, is 
beyond the scope of merely an audit 
of aecounts by an accountant; it 
deals with subjects which only the 
legislature, through a committee, can 
properly handle. 

“President George H. Carswell has 
held, in a letter to me, that you have 
the authority to call your committee 
on highways to go thoroughly into an 
investigativun. I fully concur with his 
ruling and insist now that such a 
meeting be called at once.’ 

That the standing highway commit- 
tees of the houses- have authority to 
conduct an investigation of affairs 
of the highway department at this 
time is the view of President George 
H. Carswell, of the state senate. In 
a letter to Chairman Holder, Presi- 
dent Carswell said he did not believe 
the presiding officers of the two 
branches of the legislature have au- 
thority at this time to appoint a spe- 
cial joint committee to investigate 
the situation but held the view that 
the two standing highway committees 
have authority to take up the matter. 
senator Coates, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee, issued a statement in 
Monday’s Constitution expressing the 
opinion that the outcome of the pres- 
ent audit should be awaited before 
any investigation is started. 

The statement of Mr. Anderson 
printed in The Constitution Monday 
vonfirmed the story of his resignation 
as published Sunday exclusively in 
The Constitution. Mr. Anderson’s 
resignation had been in the hands of 
Governor Walker several days priar 
to the recent disclosures whicu led to 
a special audit and at the request 
of Mr. Andersen he held up accept- 
-anve of the resignation until a report 
of the audit could be filed by C. K.

To insure its 
noupartisanship, the governor’s ap- 
pointees should be confirmed by the 
state senate with the chuirman elected 
by and from the board, and the office 
rotating at certain periods among the 
board’s personnel. 

Capitalize Tax ‘ 

“We eould then reasonably expec 
the state legislaturé to capitalize the 
present gas and license tax, and put 
before the people a proposed bond 
issue that would permit completion 
of the entire systenr within a dead. 

“so much for the proper confidence- 
inspiring highway commission. 

“As for the adequatenéss of the gas 
tax to take care of a bond issue of 
say $10,000,000 a year for seven years, 
figures compiled last year on a basis 
of a $3,000,000 a year income from.the 
gas tax, showed that $70,000,000 could 
be taken care of with all interest 
and carrying charges and provide ua 
sinking fund that would retire the 
entire issue within 30 years. 

“The present actual income of the 
state from the gas tax instead of 
being $3,000,000 as above estimated, 
for the last quarter of the last year, 
has: been running at the rate of $4,- 
000,000 a year and is still increasing. 

“We have within our reach not only 
the possibility of adequately represent- 
ing all parts of the state, and creating 
a board that would have the’ confid- 
ence of the people, but can proceed 
with every assurance that a bond issue 
that would complete the highway 
system within a time that would per- 
mit all of us to use it can be more 
than amply taken care of from income 
already provided by existing laws. 

“The utter demoralization of the 
state highway system during our re- 
cent bad weather has emphasized as 
never before that the state is actually 
suffering from a lack of its complet 
ed highway system. 

Obstacles Faced 

“The obstacle heretofore existing 
whenever a bond issue has been pro- 
posed has been a lack of confidence 
on the part of the people of the stat: 
in the administration of these funds, 
and the feeling that the gas and Ii- 
cense taxes would not be sufficient to 
provide these funds. 

“The first of these objections can 
be remedied and the second now shown 
groundless. 

“Tn order for Georgia to obtain « 
quick realization of its already sound. 
ly planned highway system, we must 
have popular confidence in the admin 
istration of the system. 

“A bond issue is essential. But 
faith in the fairness, ability and pro- 
bity of those entrusted with its pro- 
ceeds is an absolute requisite. 

“This faith can only be secured by 
a larger degree of representation than 
now exists, and by a method of seiec- 
tion of the commissioners and their 
chairman that would relieve the gov- 
ernor of being alone responsible for 
its selection and would put it beyond 
the power of anyone to dominate the 
personnel. 

“The first step is a noén-politician 
highway commission on which all 
parts of the state have representa- 
tion, and with a personnel that auto- 
matically inspires the highest degree 
of confidence. 

“Too large a board is cumbersome. 
Too small a board is non-representa- 
tive and open to the fear of becoming 
autocratic.” 


ADDISON PROCTOR DIES 


Was Last Surviving Delegate 
to Lincoln Convention. 


Chicago, February 16.—Addison B. 
Proctor, 87, St. Joseph, Mich., the 
last surviving delegate to the repub- 
lican national convention that nemi- 
nated Abraham Lincoln for president, 
died here early today at the home of 
his grandson, Richard H. Proctor, 
Mr. Proctor attended the convention 
of 1860 as a delegate from Kansas. 
After Lincoln’s election, Mr. Proctor 
became the president’s confidential 
agent in a number of matters.

“Floyd kept me scared stiff all 
the time,” his father said. “I told 
him that some day he would be buried 
deeper than ever I could bury him, 
but he kept on exploring.” 

For three weeks, Floyd had been 
working on Sand cave, his father says. 
At first there was nothing but a small 
crevice, but Floyd enlarged it into the 
present entrance, about six feet high. 

Tried To Dry Out Cave. 

Evidences of fires built in Sand 
cave by Floyd were found by the 
first rescue parties, showing he had 
tried to dry it out as he worked. The 
knowledge that he was working oh 
Sand cave led to his discovery about 
~4. hours after he was trapped, by the 
fall of a boulder on his foot. Other. 
wise, buried 60 feet under ground, he 
might have remained hidden forever. 

On his last trip down Sand cave, 
he had taken along 72 feet of ro 
with which to lower himself into the 
huge cavern he said lay behind him. 
This rope was not found by the early 
rescue parties and may be lying be- 
hind him or fallen into the pit. 

Some of those early rescuers who 
talked with Floyd said he described 
his new-found cavern as “the most 
beautiful I have ever seen.”’ 

Geological experts in the rescue par- 
ty and old residents of the region say 
that Floyd's Sand cave tunnel is the 
remnant of a greater cavern, which 
once occupied the spot where the lit- 
tle ravine leads down to the mouth 
of Sand cave. Many years ago it col- 
lapsed,

“Dead,” he reported. 

Official Statement Made. 

Carmichae! ascended to tie sur- 
face to confer with other officials and 
a moment later the official statement 
was read. 

In order to be positive, however, 
Brenner made a second trip, followed 
by Captain C. E.. Francis, a medical 
officer of the 149th infantry, and Dr.

cold and apparently dead.” 

‘The bulletin was signed by Brigadier 
General H. H. Denhardt, H. T. Car- 
michael and M.-.E, S. Posey. 

Dead Over 24 Hours. 

Dr. Hazlett and Dr. Francig an- 
nounce!] that from information they 
had obtained, Collins had been dead 
more than 24 hours. 

Although the quest for Collings had 
ended in locating his body, the tired 
miners, saddened by the realization 
that the man they tried so hard to 
save was dead, turned, heivy-hearted, 
to the still dangerous task of recoy- 
ering his body, 

When, finally, they have brought 
him from his tomb, Collins’ body will 
be consigned to a grave in the cave, 
after funeral services under the high 
dome of Crystal cave, which itself 
stands as a monument to the man. 
There, amidst iis stalagmites and 
stalacties, his funeral will be held.

Dripping Water Not Enough. 

The continuously dripping water 
was not sufficient to keep Collins 
alive; the physicians said. His Jaw 
was in a state of tension when found. 

Carmichael, who had been in com- 
mapd of the heroic volunteers, ex- 
pressed his admiration of the unselfish 
and unceasing labor of the men “from 
the lowliest water boy to the man who 
was about to receive his A. B. de- 
gree.’ Ue said this experience had 
strengthened his faith in human na- 
ture and that he had found the men 
were “99 per cent pure gold.” 

“After 20 odd years of construc- 
tion work, I have never seen a group 
of unorganized men do work so well 
and quickly,” said Mr. Carmichael. 

“These volunteer laborers, ranging 
from small boys to old men, have each 
given every ounce of his strength to 
his duty,” he added. 

“Out of the hundreds that volun- 
teered and worked for me, they were 
99 per cent pure gold. 

‘The shaft work was started a week 
ago last Thursday at 1:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and only five ounces 
of dynamite was used in driving ths 
shaft a depth of GO feet. It was all 
done by pick and shovel.” 

Lateral Is Timbered Up. 

Late tonight, miners continued to 
timber up the lateral and enlarge the 
passageway to Collins. Officials said 
it might take 36 hours, as the work 
would lack the fiery energy which has 
driven the rescue crew constantly for 
11 days. 

From the early days of the cave 
man’s entrapment, down through the 
days that followed, there was waged 
a great struggle with nature and the 
elements. Friends and neighbors rush- 
ed to his aid and time after time res- 
cue parties went into the narrow, 
crooked passage and wormed their 
way along its slimy course to where 
he was imprisoned. Their efforts to 
get him out were unavailing and oth- 
ers from the outside came in. 


Flocked to Rescue. 


Miners from the nearby coal fields 
and from the asphalt mines of the 
Kentucky Rock Asphalt company at 
Kyrock, Ky., flocked to the rescue. 
Newspapermen, assigned to the cave 
to “cover” the story, made that an 
incidental part of their endeavors 
and turned their first attention to the 
helpless man. 

Governor W. J. Field sent Mr. 
Posey to the scene as his personal 
representative. State troops followed 
—a little handful of them at first— 
and then General Denhardt, com- 
mander of the 75th Infantry Brigade, 
was ordered to take supreme com- 
mand of the situation. The resources 
of the state were thrown behind the 
rescue efforts. 

Dr. W. D. Funkhouser, of the 
lniversity of Kentucky. came in as 
the state’s geologist, and Mr. Car- 
michael, general superintendent of 
the plant at Kyrock, who had come 
here as an individual, joined forces 
with the state and was put in charge 
of the rescue operations 

Organized Force on Job. 


Meantime, the unorganized efforts 
of individuals to drag Collins out 
through the natural tunnel had been 
replaced by an organized force. 

But this force was unequal to the 
task of overcoming one obstacle after 
another that was placed in the way 
of them who tried to save the trapped 
explorer. 

Nature had laid its trap in the first 
place so that no one could get to it. 
Collins was in the narrow passage 
between the rescuers and the rock 
that held him down. When hopes 
were high that they soon could get 
to the boulder, a cave-in closed the 
passageway. This was cleared away 
only to have an impenetrable one 
dumped eye the crevice, completely 
cutting off the prisoner from the out- 
side. 

A shaft was started a few feet 
from the mouth of the cave, and for 
some ten days workers slowly dug 
their way toward the cave.

‘These tests were 
made until last Wednesday when they 


failed. 
Globe Not Burning. 


The globe was in.the socket when 
the body was found, but was not burn- 
ing. At the time the tests failed, it 
was said the globe either had burned 
out or had fallen from the socket.

FUNERAL IS PLANNED 
INSIDE CRYSTAL CAVE. 

Cave City, Ky., February 16.—(By 
the Associated Press.) —Funeral serv- 
ices for Floyd Collins are planned for 
Crystal Cave, his greatest discevery, 
and he will be buried on the hill-top 
overlooking the mouth of Sand Cave 
and the shaft down which the heroic 
band of volunteers raced with death 
to reach him, it was decided today by 
Lee Collins, aged father of the cave 
explorer. 

In Crystal Cave, which Floyd dis- 
covered in 1917 on his father’s farm | 
a few miles from Sand Cave, is a huge 
crystal auditorium, 250 feet high, and 
this will be Floyd’s burial chapel, Mr 
Colins said. 

Crystal stalactites and stalagmites, 
among which he loved to roam, will 
mark his grave. 


Twice he wads trapped in Crystal] 


Cave, the first time by a dirt fall near 
the mouth, when he was enlarging the 
fissure through which he crawled to 
discover its beauties. Again, later, he 
was caught in a narrow crevice while 
further exploring the cavern and was 
puiled loose by John Gerrald, who 
worked so hard to free him from Sand 
Cave. 

The simplest of formalities in line 
with the plain. simple lives of the Col- 
lins family will mark the funeral 
services. After eight days, Floyd's 
aged father admitted his hopes for his | 
son's rescue were growing faint and 
he began to talk of plans for the last 
rites for his son. 

Even then he always added—these 
were always conditional—‘in case 
they don’t get him out alive.” 

Almost constantly Mr. Collins and 
his wife, Floyd’s stepmother, have 
awaited within sight of the cave 
mouth, and then at the shaft mouth. 
hoping against hope, praying aloud 
and thanking sadly those friends who

statement of W. 7. Anderson, one 
of the members, the Georgia state 
highway board seems to be honey- 
combed with internal strife. That 
is the mildest way to put it. Mr. 
Anderson charges that official 
records of proceedings were 
changed, and the puivate auditor, | 
Mr. Dawson, alleges in correspond: | 
ence made public by Mr. Anderson | 
that he was requested to make a 
change in the 1923 auditing, allo- | 
cating certain “expense” items to a 
“miscellaneous” other than “ex- 
pense” account.

A 
leading Paris morning paper asks in 
alarm, “What can we do to. prevent 
such a catastrophe?’ and it suggests 
that France take steps at once to put 
the German gas factory out of com- 
mission and inaugurate an intensive 
campaign to stimulate chemical je 
search so that gases of a more de- 
structive nature than even the new 
Germag invention be brought in read- 
iness for the next war. ‘The French 
remedy will be of no avail. The mass 
of the German people, led by republie- 


ans and liberals, would be willing to 
live in peace and harmony with the 
people of France. When France re- 
cently decided not to evacuate Co- 
logne and other sections of the Rhine- 


land, though such action was spe-| 
cifically provided by the terms of the | 
Versailles treaty, she disregarded and 
brought to naught all the work of 
that section of the German people 
which has been working for concili- 
ation and “approckement.” ‘The junk- 
ers immediately lifted their ‘heads. 
They told the German peopie in effect : | 
“You see, it does not matter whethe: 
we fulfill our obligations. All our | 
peaceful intentions go unheeded in| 
Paris. France ig determined to crush 
us. Let us return to the policy of 
‘blood and iron’ and the ‘mailed fist’ 
tactics of our emperor.” The Ger- 
man democrats have a_ tremendous 
task to convince the people that 
France has good intentions and 
France has really none other than her- 
self to blame for the revival of the 
ugly monster of militarism in Ger- 
many.

A-rather startling claim has re- 
cently been advanced for the Japunese 
peopie. Ethnological scientisis de- 
clare that the Japanese are actually 
descendants of the 10 Jost tribes of 
Israel. After the Habylonian cap- 
tivity of the Jewish people, but two 
of the 12 tribes are said to have re- 
turned to Palestine to rebuild the tem- 
ple and to resume natiuvnal existence. 
Where the other 10 tribes went has 
been .one of the mysteries of history. 
A certain Protestant organization in 
Britain, the United States and Can- 
ada was first to Jay claim to being 
descendant from the lost tribes.

During the mid- 
dle ages and even at this time, ultra- 
Calvinistic sects in the Netherlands 
and Switzerland consider themselves 
the real people of God, the chosen 
race, having at least inherited Is- 
rael’s spiritual exqlusiveness, though 
they lay no claims to racial charac- 
teristics. The claim for the Japanese 
is based on certain ianguage charaec- 
teristics, For instance, the’ word san- 
hedrin, the ancient Jewish  ecclesi- 
astical court, is said to bear a stro#g 
resemblance to samurai, the class of 
warriors in feudal 
Japan. ‘The resemblance is8 not voti- 
vincing to the layman. He may, in 
his turn, see a similarity in Japanese 
words and Italian or Spanish words; 
for instance, if a single word is to be 
a criterion of descent one may take 
the Japanese word kimono and find

Is Wheat A Perfect Food? 

In our last argument we admitted 
that wheat, meaning nothing under 
the sun but the crreal or grain as it 
comes from the threshing machine, 
is one of the best all around foods, 
and that it contains all of the min- 
eral elements which are necessary for 
human nutrition, but that it does not 
contain enough of some of the min- 
eral elements to meet the minimum 
requirements of growth in the young. 


Please cut this out, slip it under your 
plate ,and read it ever as a sort of 
antidote every morning, if you are 
one of those who believe all that the 
“tood specialists” and self constitutéd 
“nutrition authorities” say. Save a 
place under your plate for one or two 
more vital truths about wheat. ot 
course. you needn’t pay any attention 
to this if you have Billings complaint 
and like the ailment. 

‘he wheat kernel, still meaning the 
cereal as it comes from the taresher, 
is also too pour in its content of the 
unidentified substances calivd vitamin, 
which butter fat contains; to nourish 
satisfactorily a human being over a 
long period of time, if wheat 1s the ea- 
clusive article of diet. 

In spite of these important detects, 
wheat as it comes from the thresher, 
is probably the nearest approach to 
a perfect food that cun be found ia 
nature, 

The poverty of wheat in mineras 
elements is marked. It is specifically 
poor, too poor to meet the nutritioual 
needs of man, in calcium (lime), phos- 
phorus sodium, chlorin§ and iodin, 
‘this is the natural cereal or grain 
us it comes’ from the thresher,’ re- 
member. In the process of milling for 
the manufacture vf the refined white 
flour we use today, the wheat:is still 
further impoverished. More than half 
of the protein nitrogenous material) 
of the wheat is removed when the bran 
and germ of the wheat is separated 
by milling, and probably more than 
two-thirds of the mineral elements 
of wheut is likewise removed. ‘The 
refining process removes most of the 
two vitamins, which are chiefly in the 
wheat germ and bran. 

The wheat germ is readily separated 
as a large flake if the wheat ker- 
nel is broken up by a series of blows, 
as in the modern rolling mill, which 
crushes instead of grinding the grain. 
The process also leaves the bran in 
large flakes whith are easily removed 
by bolting or sifting the powdered 
grain. Both bran and germ must be 
removed to make a white flour. So- 
called “low grade flour” or “mid- 
dlings’’ 1s merely some of this same 
“white flour’ which has not been so 
finely bolted and therefore still con- 
tains a little of the wheat bran—a 
very desirable thing from the health 
viewpoint. But the popular demand 
is sicklied, and misinformed or un- 
informed folks just will have their 
flour totally denaturized. ‘There is an- 
other reasun for the morbid popular- 
ity of “refined high grade white 
flour.” It has good keeping qualities, 
whereas a whole wheat flour or any 
approach to an undenaturized flour 
is likely to become rancid or sour if 
kept too long, and, if much of the bran 
is left mm, it is likely to breed insects, 
the eggs of which are deposited usual- 
ly in the wheat germ or bran, There

Plenipotentiary of the Republic of Polapd to the United States: 
POLAND 
‘The boundaries of the Republic of Polandwere established in 1919 by the Treaty of Versailles and by agreement with ad- 
joining countries. Poland has been a member of the League of Nations since its inception, The record of financial and 
economic progress in Poland constitutes an gutstanding achievement among European nations since the War and may be 
summarized as follows: \ 
The creation of a stable currency with 4 reserve of 65% gold and gold securities; 


A balanced budget—in 1924 total Goveinment receipts exceeding total expenditures by $14,282,000; 
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A normal surplus of exports over imports: 
A Government-owned railroad system of 14,000 miles showing in 1924 an excess of receipts over operating expenses; 


The funding of the Government’s debt td the United States and to all other countries. 


The Constitution of Poland provides for a President, whose term of officé is seven years, and a Senate and Diet, elected 
by general suffrage. It has an area of 150,000 square miles, and a population in excess of 27,000,000, in which respect it is 
the fifth largest in continental Europe. The country is primarily agricultural, and is at present the chief producer in Europe 
of rye, the second in production of potatoes, third in barley and oats, and fourth in beet sugar: The textile industry in 
Poland is highly developed, as well as the oil, sugar refining, iron and steel, chemical and timber industries. Polish coal 
production is next in volume to that of Germany and. France, and there exist important deposits of salt, iron, zinc and 


other minerals.

Under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, Poland will eventually assume certain obligations, the amount of which is not yet determined, in connection with 
former German and Austrian territory allotted to her. As against the above debt, Government-owned properties, including 
railroads, forests, tobacco factories, mineral and oil lands, refineries, salt mines and other assets were valued on May 1, 1924 
at approximately $1,260,000,000. The Government purposes that the entire proceeds of this loan are to be expended solely

DECLINE 1$-Stt 
IN WHEAT MARK] 


Chicago, February 16.—With the 
United States visible supply of wheat 
showimg an unexpected increase, the 
wheat market turned sharply down- 
ward today at the last. Closing prices 
on wheat were. unsettled, 1 1-4 to 
3 5-8 net lower, May 184 1-2 to 
184 3-4 and July 154 3.8 to 154 3-8. 
Corn finished 1-2 to le down, oats 
1-4 to 7-8 off and provisions carying 
from unchanged figures: to 2 a DBD 
decline. 

‘Owing to recent falling off in the 
volume of wheat receipts at domestic 
— ary centers a majority of traders 
ad expected that a material decrease 
‘of the visible supply would be announc- 
ed today, perhaps 1,000,000 bushels. 
On the contrary an increase of 59,000 
bushels was posted. Surprise which 
ensued was the greater on account of 
the fact that the total supply avail- 
able was shown to be more than 11,- 
QOO bushels in exces of the amount a 
year ago. Trofit taking sales induced 
by the circumstances that May deliv- 
ery had risen to 10¢ over last, week’s 
low level tended also to weaken values. 

Indications of liberal export busi- 
ness had helped earlier to lift the 
wheat market, but subsequent esti- 
mates proved to be less than were 
looked for. The total was put at only 
800.000 bushels, including 500,000 
bushels of hard winter wheat to be 
shipped by way of the Gulf of Mexico. 
In some quarters however, it was as- 
serted that exporters had bought more 
than they had permitted to become 
known. A decided increase of the 
amount of wheat on ocean passace 
acted at times as something of a 
weight on the market and so did un- 
certainty about the financial situation 
in France. 

Corn and oats depresse4 by reports 
that the stock of corn at Kansas City 
is the largest on record and that some 
corn was sold there today to come to 
Chicago. Eastern demand for corn 
was slow.

Poetic Tribute Is Paid 


:: MICHIGAN POET GIVES TIP .TO MOTHERS :: 


Frank Stanton by Guest 


“Frank L. Stanton, internationally- 
known southern poet, just~ recently 
has been made poet laureate of Geor- 
gia, but. Michigan made him that by 
his unbounded popularity many years 
before,” Edgar A Guest, Michigan's 
noted poet of the common people, 
Monday night. told a large audience 
at the Atlanta Woman's club audi- 
torium, 

This statement preceded the read- 
ing of an original poem dedicated to 
the Georgia singer. The speaker 
praised Mr. Stanton’s works and de 
clared they are the most widely-read 
of any modern poet. The audience 
received his poem with enthusiasm. 

Guest painted the home, he plaved 
father and mother in it, brought in 
the children, and in all left the hu- 
man emotion there. He sketched the 
beggar, the trash-wagon driver «as 
men—men who constribute to society 
their share, and in his verse preached 
the doctrine of the beautiful and sim- 
ple. Disregarding al ties, bonds, sv- 
cial stations an@ other standards, he 
sang of men, women and real live 
honest-to-goodness people. 

One of his most popular readinzs 
was “Heap O’ Livin’,” the theme of 
which is, “It takes a heap o’ livin’ sn 
a house to make it a home.’ 

While here, the poet gave a “tip” 
to mothers in regard to leaving the 
punishment of children to the father. 

“T want mv boy to welcome me 
when I come home,” he said. “If the 
mother threatens him, by telling him 
she is going to report some of his mis- 
conduet when I eome, and that she 
is going to see that he is punished, 
do you think he will be glad to see 
me? It’s her business to settle that 
on the spot. And I’m not going to 
be her hangman. I repeat I want my 
boy to be glad to see me come home. 
not dread to see me.”’

Deahs, Mrs. George H. McKee, Jr., 
Mrs. Frank Bamford, Mrs. T. L. Cor- 
nell, Miss Reba J. Lawrence and Mrs.

The petitioner claims that he sent 
letters and flowers to his father while 
he was ill last fall, that the letters 
were returned to him, and letters and 
flowers never delivered; that he had 
failed to see his father while he was 
in Atlanta because he was mislead by 
the defendants, ard that every effort 
was made to keer the father from 
knowing that the petitioner had any 
interest in him. 

Deans sets forth that at the time 
the will was sizned his father was 
mentally incapable of making a_ will, 
and that if the will was executed at 
all it was signed as the result of the 
use of undue influence.
